unemployment tax of 2.7% on all city 
payrolls. 


House Bill 82— To place a prohibitive 


lax on chain slores, Ihe effect of 
which will be to increase store prices 
if the chains remain in Arkansas, or, 
if the chains leave, to set up a priv- 
ileged class of merchants operating 
under restricted competilion. 


Bills lo lax natural gas fuel 2c 


per thousand cubic feet and to lax 
electricity 3 per cent— More and more 
farmers arc now being served by 
electric lines from town, but even if 
you aren'l so served you know lhat 
Ihe business houses in town which 
are made to pay these taxes will 
pass them on to you in higher retail 
prices for all articles. Pay no at- 
tention to the balarney lhal "the 
legislature will fix it so these taxes 
can't be passed on to the consumer." 
The hand of every court, s^ate or 
federal, says this is a lie. Mr. Jones 
"pays the freight"— that is, the cost 
of 
doing business, and 
taxes are 


nothing but "cost." 


The Star is not being reactionary 


in putting this bhist on specific taxes. 
We arc merely criticizing NEW TAX- 
ES. 


Existing stale taxes should be forti- 


fied with laws improving collection 
methods and stopping up loop-holes. 


The one great tux we look lo for 


support of the public schools and 
old-age pensions is the slate sales 
tux. 
There is proposed in the legis- 


lature today a companion measure— 
Ihe "use tax"— the purpose of which 
is to collect (ax on articles purchas- 
ed outside the state but used here. 


This is a legitimate proposal and 


ought to be adopted. 'So long as we 
are committed to a state sales tax 
we must agree that everybody should 
pay it, and any move by the legisla- 
ture toward this end is necessary and 
wise. 


The test of today's proceedings in 


the legislature must be simply this: 


Are you debating new taxes, or 


merely refinements of old ones'? 


This is the question you should 


ask your members in the legislature— 
for this is the question that will be 
asked sharply and persistently when 
the final record of the 1941 legislature 
comes to be reviewed,

London Paper 


LONDON — (IP)— British and Amer- 


ican warnings to Japan against any 
aggressive move against 
Singapore, 


British Far East naval stronghold, 
or the Dutch East Indies, were re- 
ported in various quarters Monday. 


The reports coincided with a con- 


ference between the Japanese Minis- 
ter to Britain, M. Shigemilsu, and 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill. 


It was not believed, however, that 


the warning was actually given in 
this meeting in which the Japanese 
envoy was said to be merely seeking 
clarification of Britain's position in 
the Orient. 


Britain and the United Slates have 


"given Japan a straighl warning and 
if she continues her drive toward 
the Indies and Singapore steps will 
be taken," the Evening News, Lon- 
don newspaper, said. 


The newspaper was quoted as say- 


ing-that "if the movement is not slop- 
ped or moderated it will eventual- 
ly bring the Japanese in collision with 
the British in the Pacific."

May Lose Seat 
in Legislature 


Pulaski Appeal 
Threatens One 
of County's Two 
Representatives 


Hcmpslead county is in real dan- 


ger of losing one of its two seats in 
the Arkansas House of 
Representa- 


tives as the result of an llth hour 
effort by Pulaski county to raise its 
own delegation from seven represen- 
tatives to eight, Rep. Royce Weisen- 
bcrgcr, Hempstcad's senior represen- 
tative, disclosed Monday. 


As Mr. Weiscnberger reviewed mat- 


ters, the situation arising out of the 
HMO federal census and 
its rcap- 


portionment of representatives on the 
basis of new population trends, is 
this: 


The original • ruling of the 
State 


Board of Apportionment left Hemp- 
stead county's two posts undisturbed. 
, But three appeals have been taken 
to the Arkansas Supreme Court from 
the board's ruling. These appeals 
arc: 


1. Poinsctl county, with one re- 


presentative, seeking a second post. 
Poinselt county rose on the federal 
census from a population of 29,695 in 
1930 
to 37,670 in 1940. It is understood 


that if Poinsett county wins this 
extra legislative seat It will be taken 
away from Lonoke county, which now 
has two seats. Lonoke county fell-off 
in population from 33,759 in 1930 to 
29,802 in 1940. 


2. Mississippi county, with three 


representatives, is seeking a fourth, 
on the grounds that her population 
increased from 69,289 in 1930 to 80,- 
217 in 1940. If this extra seat is 
granted by the court it would probab- 
ly be taken away from Miller county, 
.which- nojSv hasu.two,••rapresep/Jiiivea. 
' Miller, county, with a population of 


30,586 in 1930, had a population of 
31,874 in 1940. 


These appeals did not disturb Hemp- 


stead 
county, 
Rep. 
Weisenberger 


pointed out, but Pulaski county un- 
expectedly filed an appeal on its 
own acount. Pulaski increased from 
137,727 in 1930 to 156,085 in 1940, and 
now asks that its seven-man delega- 
tion in the lower chamber be in- 
creased to eight. 


Observers at Little Rock believe if 


Fulaski is granted this extra seat it 
must be taken away from one of two 
counties—either Union or Hempstead. 


Union county, with three represen- 


tatives, had a population of 55,800 in 
1930 
but fell off to 50,461 in 1940. 


Hempstead county, with two re- 


presentatives, gained in population 
showing 30,847 in 1930 and 32,770 in 
1940.

Tips On Your Income Tax 


If Wife Works Put Her Nameon Return 
as It Appears on Employer's Payroll 


The fourth of six short arti- 


cles outlining the most common 
errors of income tax payers.

This year's are really the first in- 


come tax returns in which social se- 
curity taxes figure. So remember this: 


What has been deducted from your 


pay for social security taxes is part 
of your pay, and is taxable. So in 
figuring your pay, include the de- 
ductions for social security 
taxes, 


even though you didn't get the money 
directly. The government regards these 
deductions as your savings, and they 
are taxable. So don't try to deduct 
them. 


The phrase "income tax paid at the 


source" has been a cause of con- 
fusion. Some people who paid 1939 in- 
come taxes in 1940 want to deduct 
that amount on their 1940 return, 
thinking lhal is what is meant by "in- 
come tax paid at the source." It isn't 
that at all. There is no deduction al- 
lowed for the income tax you pay 
to the federal government. "Income 
tax paid at. Ihe source" refers to cer- 
tain bonds and dividends from which 
the company paying them deducts in- 
come tax payments before they pay 
you.

Tripoli in the past 
has been a 


pirate's paradise for attacks on Roman, 
Italian and other shipping. Even your 
Uncle Sam was victimived once—but 
not for long. 


Original Tripoli (the three cities) 


was owned by powerful Carthage, and 
ships sailed from its harbors against 
the fleets of Carthage's sworn enemy 
Rome. Then Rome beat Carthage and 
took Tripoli, along with most of the 
rest of the world.. 
: 


After Rome tottered, Tripoli was 


conquered successively by" Vandals; 
Arabs, Spaniards, and Turks. .By that 
time, the country had gone pretty 
much to pot and the Turkish beys 
took up piracy to make ends rrleet. 


Theirs was- the notorious Barbary 


pirates who ranged from'Algiers and 
Tunis as well as from Tripoli and 
levied toll on the shipping of all the 
world. European powers took turns 
chastising them.

From 1933 through 1937 historian- 


teacher William E. Dodd was U. S. 
ambassador to Germany, saw Hit- 
lerism rise to a world threat. He did 
not like it, bluntly said so—both aloud 
and in his private notes. The latter 
are now available and a most absorb- 
ing book they make, 
"Ambassador 


Docld's Diary" (Harcourt Brace: ?3.50), 
Erlitecl by William E. Dodd, Jr. and 
Martha Dodd. Here is the whole in- 
credible picture of Nazi dealings, aim- 
ed toward war-as early as 4934. Fol- 
lowing is' a startling bit Dodd wrote 
on Sept. 19, 1934, about an interview 
with Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, head of the 
German Reichshank: 


He said: "All the world is com- 


bining against us; everybody is at- 
tacking Germany and trying to boy- 
cott her." Yes, I replied, but you 
know the way to stop such things 
is not to arm to the teeth. If you 
went to war and won, you would 
lose more than you could gain. Ev- 
erybody would lose. When he declar- 
ed that the Germans are not arming 
so intensively, I said: Last January 
and February Germany bought from 
American aircraft people 
$1,000,000 


worth of high-class war flying machin- 
ery and paid in gold. He looked em- 
barrassed and was about to deny it, 
but as he saw I was going to pro- 
duce a document, he said: "Yes, I 
suppose you know all about it, but 
we must arm." 


He then acknowledged that the Hit- 


ler party is absolutely committed to 
war, 
and the people, too, are ready 


and willing. Only a few government 
officials are aware of the 
dangers 


and are opposed. He concluded: "But 
we shall postpone it 10 years. Then 
it may be we can avoid war." 


I reminded him of his Bad Eilsen 


speech some two weeks ago and said: 
I agree with you about commercial 
and financial matters in the main. 
But why do you not, when you 
speak before the public, tell the Ger- 
man people they must abandon a war 
attitude'.' He replied: "I dare not say 
that. I can only speak on my special 
subjects."

lambast Tripoli in the modern man- 
ner—without the formality of de- 
claring war. One of the U. S. ships, 
the Philadelphia, unfortunately ran 
around in Tripoli harbor, got itself 
captured and gave 'Stephen Decatur 
("our country, right or wrong") his 
chance to gain immortality by leading 
a desperate and successful attempt 
to burn it. Also another American, 
William Eaton, pioneered Britain's 
blitzkrieg route, took Derna and was 
planning to continue his march west 
when the war ended wilh Tripoli be- 
ing bombarded and pacified.

was in 1804.

WASHINGTON — When the scores 


are all added up, one of the things 
the State Department can take the 
most prido in is that it has suc-

low trivial incidents have been given 
careful checkup to prevent compli- 
cations. 


First is the case of Capt. Hector 


Leon Marie Vanclerdonck, Belgian by 
birth, skipper of the good ship Ville 
De Namur, formerly a U. S. mer- 
chantman but transferred to Belgian 
registr yearly in the war. Captain 
Vanclerdonck became a United States 
citizen back in 1920 but, being a 
sailor, he never lived in the United 
States much and, according to his 
own testimony, he thought that his 
American citizenship had lapsed. So, 
last June, his vessel loaded with war 
supplies, he sailed her out of New 
York harbor under the Belgian flag 
for Havre, Franco. Ho got his ship 
through the blockade safely, unloaded 
and was back in the United States 
in July. 


The case came to the attention of 


the Department of Justice, and it be- 
gan an investigation. In January, 
Vandcrdonck was indicted and 
is 


awaiting trial in New York. When he 
will be tried is a qucation. The prin- 
cipal witness in the case was also 
a seafaring man, and right now he's 
on his way to Australia and doesn' 
know when he'll be back. 


Penalties Plenty Stiff

who shipped out of Savannah, Ga.

D. J. Undecided About Pilots 


Special passports permitting travel 


in combat zones can be issued of 
course by the State Department un- 
der the neutrality act. Willkie got 
one, newspaper foreign correspondents 
get them, and business men with suf- 
ficient reason for travel abroad. 


If a pilot ferrying a plane to Eng- 


land is shot down on the way, it's 
liis neck that is broken and perhaps 
no one can be prosecuted for that, 
pilots flying from Canada to Eng- 
land can't be touched, if the U. S. 
government doesn't know about it of- 
ficially. Pilots might be given special- 
ly validated passports, but it would 
take a court to rule if that was wink- 
ing at the neutrality act. 


Department of Justice hasn't de- 


cided yet whether it would prosecute. 
Whether flying a plane over a com- 
bat zone constitutes convoying in the 
same sense that running a destroyer 
through combat zone would be, is 
one of those nice questions lawyers 
like to argue. 


The whole situation does show that 


slowly but surely, we're drifting a 
little closer, day by day, to partici- 
pation in trouble. How public opin- 
ion would react if one of those fer- 
rying pilots were shot down and cap- 
^ured is-something you'll have to de- 
cide for yourself,
